Rroker A. EF. RBRabcock has three times 
been denied recognition as a member of the 
Merchants’ Exchange, though he holds a 
paid-up membership ticket. 

He has been orfered from the building 
three times and has been prosecuted in the 
Police Courts for refusing to vacate. 

Two cases are now pending against him, 
on? on an appeal from Judge Peabody, who 
recently fined him for disturbing the peace, 
and the other on a police summons served 
Monday, charging him with trespassing. 

He has engaged Charles M. Napton as at- 
torney, and his plan of campaign is shaping 
iteelf rapidly. 

Mr. Napton sald 
porter: “‘The first and least ‘mportant of mv 
efforta in Mr. Rabecock's behalf will be to 
clear him of the cnurges pending against 
him in the Polfce Court. The case on the 
police summons issued yesterday is set for 
Wednesday, but I shall take a change of 
venue from Judge Peabody.

“I shall not stop there. I am now pre- 
paring to bring suit against the Merchants’ 
Exchange not only for persecuting Mr. Bab- 
cock, but on a separate action for violating 


the Untted States interstate commerce and 
anti-trust laws. 


“The Merchants’ Exchange, in monopo- 
lizing the trade in corn, wheat, bacon, lard 
and provisions, is clearly acting iIn_re- 
straint of trade and commerce and on that 
ground I shall ask the courts ® dissolve the 
Exchange. 

“The refusal of the Exchange to admit 
Mr. Babcock as a trader, though he is will- 
ing to comply with conditions laid down by 
the Exchange, is in itself evidence of a pur- 
pose to monopolize and restrain trade. 

“I have a good precedent in a decision 
handed down on July 19 by United States 
Judge Fhillips in the case of the United 
States vs. J. C. Anderson and the Traders’ 
Live Stock Exchange of Kansas City.” 

Mr. Napton thinks the case of the Mer- 
chants’ Exchange in every way analogous 
to that of the Kanegas City organization, and 
says that under the law both could be forced 
into permanent dissolution. 

He has not arranged details, and Is at 
present unable to say whether he will sue in 
the State or United States courts. 

Under the Sherman law if the Exchange 
is declared a trust each member could be 
prosecuted and punished by a fine nor ex- 
ceeding $5,000 or imprisonment for not more 
than one year.

When President H. F. Langenberg of the 
Merchants’ Exchange was told of Attor- 
ney Napton'’s contemplated sult he said: 

“I am familiar with the case against the 


people at the Kansas City Stock-yards. 
As far as I am able to judge there is as 
much difference between that organization 
and the St. Louls Merchants’ Exchange as 
there is between the North Pole and the 
Arablan desert. We have no rule against 
dcvaling with outsiders who are doing a 
legitimate business. The greater part of 
the business done here is with outsiders. 
True, we have a rule against bucket-shops 
and bucket-shop traders. Far from being’ 
in restraint of trade our rule promotes 
trade by preventing fictitious quotations 
and illegal manipulation. If Mr. Babcock 
had wheat to sell I would as soon buy 
it from him as from any one else, 

“As for excluding non-members from the 
floor, that is our right. We have arrange- 
ments here to receive information which 
would cost any member $1,000 a year if he 
received it privately. Any one who wants 
to do a legitimate business can enjoy the 
rivileges of this information for $2% a year.

FREIGHT CARS PILED UP AND 
SMASHED NEAR THE TUN- 
NEL ENTRANCE. 


NUMBER OF HOGS WERE KILLED. 


GORY STAINS ON PLANKS CAUSED 
ALARM AMONG PASSENGERS 
ON EARLY TRAINS. 


Terminal Engine Nearly Pushed Over 
the Structure, Planks Torn Up 
and Traffic Delayed for 


Three Hours. 


There was a freight wreck on the Fads 
Bridge at 4:30 o’clock Tuesday morning. 

Terminal engine 27 was twisted out of 
shape and the cab forced through the side 
of the bridge. 

Three stock cars were turned over, their 
sides broken in, and a number of hogs 
were kilied. 

Traffic was delayed until 7 o’clock, and 
even after that hour, until well along into 
the forenoon, train service was congested. 

The freight was a mixed train and was 
heavy, all the cars being outgoing and heav- 
‘ly laden. 

The locomotive, as is customary when gv- 
ing across the bridge from this side, was 
backing, and as it emerged from the tunnel 
the rear wheels left the track. 

The trair was not going at a high rate of 
speed, but there was great momentum, and 
as car after car followed the locomotive 
there was a tearing of woodwork. then a 
crash as the mass brought up against the 


At this moment the cars were pushed to 
one side or the force would have thrown 
the engine onto the Levee below. 

While this was happening there was a 
bellowing of cattle and the squealing of 
hogs. 

A wrecking crew was at once sent to the 
scens from East St. Louis. 

Energetic work cleared the main track 
by 7 o’clock, but the delapidated locomotive 
stood with its cab thrust througr the side 
of the bridge, and wass@@f py passengers 
on incoming morning trains. 

These passengers also saw that the plat- 
form was covered with blood, and alarming 
rumors were current to the effect that 
several lives had been lost. A few minutes 
after 7 o'clock a hose was stretched, and the 
gory marks that told of the crushing of 
hogs were removed. 

No one was hurt on the train. Engineer 
White and his fireman jumped before the 
locomotive reached the side wall. 

The planks between the rails were torn 
up for a distance of 300 feet.

He Is Delirious and No One at the Dis- 
pensary oor Hospital Can 
Learn Where the Crime 
Was Committed. 


Will'am Arnold, a fireman at the chemical 


‘works of Herf & Frerichs, at the foot of 


Neosho street, was taken to the City Dis- 
pensary Tuesday suffering from a carbolic 
acid scalding. 

The flesh on hie breast and stomach is 
burned to a crisp, and the agony of the 
man is moat intense. ° 

A singular fact is Arnold does not know 
how he came to be so severely burned. He 
only knows that it was done some time 
Monday night, but where, or by whom, he 
perhaps will never know. 

The explanation for this ts Arnold has 
been on a spree for a week, and can’t re- 
member where he has been. His boarding 
place is at Mrs. Steinberg’s, 1330 Merchant 
street. He took his meals there, but usual- 
ly elept in the Salvage Corps’ house at 1310 
Merchant street. 

He had rot been around there for four 
or five days until this morning, when he 
staggered in the door, crying with pain, and 
begged that a doctor be sent for. 

Arnold's shirt front was open, and it wag 
seen that his breast was biistered. He wage 
too.drunk to give any aecount of himself, 
so a patrol wagon was called and he was 
hurried to the Dispensary. 

His delirium from drink and suffering 
from the raw carbolic acid rendered his 
condition most pitiable. 

It took three men to hold Arnold on the 


operating table while Dr. Newcomb exam- 


ined his injuries. 

The examination showed that so one 
had opened Arnold's shirt and pou four 
or five ounces of carbolic acid on his breast, 
and that from his neck to his waist the 
flesh had been.burned until it hung in 
shreds. . 

Dr. Newcomb gave the burns a temporary 
dressing and sent Arnold to the City Hos- 
pital. 

The flesh will have to grow anew if Ar- 
nold survives his double assault of liquor 
and the gnawing corrosive. 

Capt. John Glenver of the Salvage Corps 
says: | 

“IT was in the alley washing a buggy this 
morning when Arnold came along. He had 
not been here for a week and I noticed he 
was drinking, for he tottered as he walked, 
When he reached me I observed the carbolic 
acid, saw he was in bad shape from some 
cause and turned him over to Patrolman 
Sheehan, who| was near at the time. 

“Arnold coulda give no account of himself, 
and none of the boys here know anything 
about the A” 

Several of the Salvage Corps said Arnold 
is a highly cated man, an entertaining 
talker and well hked. 

It is the theory of some of his friends 
that he tried to commit suicide. He was on 
a spree, could) not stop drinking, and, be- 
ing familiar with carbole acid, he made & 
purchase of that drug. 

At his bogrding-house, 1330 Merchant 
street, his landlady says Arnold had not 
been there fot more than a week. 

Down at thd chemical works, at the foot 
of Neosho etrect, his employers said Ar- 
nold had worked there as a boxmaker, but 
nothing had been seen of him for ten days, 
They knew nagthing of the accident.

“Marquis Ito has been in Paris

busy dealing with the delicate alt- 
uation created in Japan by the preten- 
sioné of the United States In the matter of 
the annexation of the Sandwich Isiands, It 
appears that he has come to Europe to pro- 
test most energetically, in the name of his 
Government, against what he calis a usur- 
pation big with dangers, and he declares to 
his friends that Japan, which has had to 
6trugglie against greater difficulties at the 
time of the war with China, will go on to 
the end with the United States. 

“We must not, therefore, be surprised if 
one of these days we have to announce a 
rupture of the relations beiween these two 
countries, in case the annexation projects 
are maintained. This would not probably 
mean a declaration of war, bul it would be 
the begining of hostilities, more or ‘essa 
open, the results of which wouid be harmful 
and which might have In store surpr.ses o 
all kinds, for 30,0% Japanese, aimost all 
veteran soldiers, are already living in the 
Hawaiian Is'ands, and the natives of the 
country hardly number as many.

A woman living on Arthur avenue, back 
of the Litton home, said last night that it 
was the father’s usual custom on getting 
home in the evening to beat his daughter 
for no provocation. Every neighbor says 
that at some time each has sheltered the

It Was Done With $10 Bets and All 
Their Money Got on at 
Good Odds,

In her last start at Oakley Caddle C. fin- 
ished inside the money. The track was 
heavy and muddy, and in about the same 
condition as was Monday's track at the 
Fair Grounds.

That form book showed Caddie C. was in 
a soft spot yesterday. Nothing she had to 
beat had run faster than she had, and to 
her people it looked like a “‘lead pipe.”’

He is 
the ‘“‘peeper’”’ for the bgok, and his sole and 
only duty is to watch the odds laid by the 
other books and to warn his chief when the 
odds against any horse in the race are cut, 

In this way the book seldom gcets the hot 
end in the laying of the vdds, and when one 
bookmaker rubs out and cuts down seven 
‘‘neepers” report to their block men and be- 
fore the crowd can get up to the bes: olds 
showing, all are cut and are nade uniform, 

The Caddie C. people went into the ring 
when 6 to 1 was the price against the filly. 
Their money was in $10 bills, and they mace 
no bets larger than $10 at one time in any 
book. 

By the time they had circulated nalf a 
dozen times around the ring each book 
had about $10 of their money and stood to 
lose $500 or $600 on the race should Caddie 
C. win. Then the odds began to tumbDie. 
From 6 to 1 the filly went to 4 to 1. That 
was good betting and the party made an- 
other trip through the ring. 

Before they could get around the book- 
makers cut to3 tol, and thento2. By that 
time the money was all on, the party stand- 
ing to win between $600 and $7v0 in eauch 
book in the ring. 

When the filly won tn the hollowest sort 
of fashion the party cashed about $5,000 
worth of tickets. 

One man and a darky added -— their 
tickets on the desk at the telegraph office 
under the grand stand. Those’ tickets 
showed $1,100 profits on an investment of 
250. 

In half an hour they counted the money 
and split it In the same place. The office 
manager and the operators haven't had a 
winner in many moons. The sight of so 
much money won in a race made thelr 
eyes glitter.

It 
has a definite market value expressed in 
eash or bonds and it has in 
addition a value dependent 
upon future business. 

The Post-Dispatch has shown that the 
actual value of the Gridiron franchise Is 
nearly $4,000,000. This is the sum that 
may be realized on it above all invest- 
ment returns. What its potential value 
may be cannot accurately be determined. 
Dut it is certain of constantly increasing 
profits. 

When the Counell recall

tion of the hasty robbery of the city of 
nearly $4.000.000 and the gift of that sum 
to pravate individuals.

TROOPS FOR ALASKA. 


There Is No Menace to the British in 
. the Undertaking. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., July 271.—A some- 
What sensational cast was given the 
Alaskan gold situation to-day by the dils- 
cussion of plans to send a regiment of 
United States infantry to a station to be 


established on the Yukon River. The War 
Department officials protest that there is 
no menace in the determinat ‘on to send reg- 
ular troops to the neighborhood of Kion- 
dike, and they inaist that the appearance 
of infantry in that locality will mot be an 
indorsement of the claim that this country 
has any hold on the Kliond_ke fie!ds. 

The information, which has come from 
Alaska within the last week or two in- 
dicates that some protection must be pro- 
vided the law-abiding citizers who are 
likeiy to spend the coming winter along the 
Yukon, The troops will act as police, much 
after the fashion of the well-discip) ned and 
finely equipped mounted police of Canada. 
it is not expected by the Washington au- 

horities that there willl be a clash of 
fore es on the border or that our troops will 
be called upon for any service growing out 
of an international misuoderstanding. 

The War Department officials are greatly 
exercised over the cost of the undertaking. 
It wlll take a great deal of money to trans- 
apr a regiment to any part of Alaska, 
specially to the proposed point on Yukon 
R ver, distant, it is said, some 200 miles 
from the Klondike region, Then, too, the 
matter of provisioning such a large body of 
troops is a serious question, all the more €o 
as the soldiers must be equipped with sub- 
sistence supplies to last nearly a year. 

The great quest ion which confronts the 
aut! ties is the method to be adopted to 
disc nolaee desertion. It is anticipated that 
the soldiers, situated in the midst of such 
a’ alluring prospect, will not be willing to 
stick to camp life. me of the army of- 
ficers. recalling the exper ence of '49 in Cal- 
ifornia, say that the troops in that section 
ar serted. in hosts and one regiment was 
anon de plet ed one-half by devertions of men 
who wished to get into the mines.

HUMANE SOCIETY HAS WARNED 
THE BOY’S PARENTS. 


Charged That Several Grown Persons 
Beat a Twelve-Year-Old 
Lad Unmercifully. 


Cc. 8. Dabney, agent for the Woman's Hu- 
mane Society of Missour!, has notified Au- 
gust Fllermann of 2748 Clark avenue that if 
he does not cease his attacks upon his 12- 
year-old stepson a warrant will be asked 
for. 

Mr. Dabney cons!ders the case one of the 
most atrocious that has been called to the 
attention of the society, but as the boy has 
a good home—should the cruelty cease, and 
the parents promise to act differently—he 
has decided to take no action for the pres- 
ent. 

August Ellermann is proprietor of a dairy 
on Clark avenue near the corner of Leffing- 
well avenue. Willie, the boy in question, 
is a son of Mrs. Ellermann by a former hus- 
band. With the Ellermanns live John 
Feltman and his wife, father and mother 
of Mrs. E)lermann. 

A reporter for the Post-Dispatch visited 
the neighborhood Tuesday. In the two gro- 
cery stores and the saloon were found sev- 
eral persons who denounced Ellerman’s con- 
duct as outrageous. They had heard yells 
coming from the rear of the dairy, but had 
geen no act of violence, and the reporter 
was referred to Mrs. Fannie Nelson, who 
lives upstairs at 2748 Clark avenue, imme- 
diately above the Ellermanns. 

Mrs. Nelson is a black-eyed, energetic lit- 


tie woman. 

“Yeos,’’ she sald, “I know all about it, for 
zeae the complaint to the Humane So- 
clety. 

“The treatment of the boy Willle, who, 
I understand, is but 12 years of age, is out- 
rageous. In the first place he has to get 
up every morning at 2 o'clock and go out 
witha milk wagon. Hereturns at 7 and has 
to start out again at’. He returns at noon 
and all the afternoon has to work about the 


store. All the sleep he is allowed is from 

after dark until 2 o'clock in the morning. 
“For a month he was whipped nearly 

every day, and so far as I could learn his 


sole offense was that he wanted to play 
with other boys. All the members of the 
family took a hand in beating him, step- 
father, mother and grandfather. 


"The cries that came from the rear of 
the dairy were pitiful. For 2 time they only 
whipped him in the house, but gradually 


they grew bolder and a few nights ago I 
saw aA most brutal scene enacted on the 
back porch. 

“Willie had been pushed out there by his 
stepfather and the ttle boy, who was clad 
only in his undershirt, was being beaten 
with a heavy stick. He screamed at the 
top of his voice. I called out to Ellermann 
‘Shame! Shame!’ 

“This seemed to anger him the more, and 
he beat the boy on the back and legs until 
the blood came. When the whipping ceased 
I went over to the spot and saw the blood 
on the planks. 

“The next day I asked persons near here 


whom I could complain to, and was referred 
to Mrs. T. G. Comstock, president of the 
Woman's Humane Society. I was unable to 
find her that afternoon, and In the evening 


I told Ellermann he had better stop or he 
would get himself in trouble. 
“*He is my boy, and I can do with him 


as I like. 1] can kill him if I want to,’ was 
his ~g ‘so mind your own busine&s.’ 
“But had decided to push the matter, 


and what I saw that evening only made my 
determination stronger. 

“This time it was Mrs. Ellerman who was 
beating the toy. She used a board, and 
blood was streaming from the lad's ear. It 
fFeemed to me as if the ear was nearly torn 
off, and the wound looked as if it had beon 
chewed by a dog. 

“Willie ran screaming to the home of 
Mrs. Lanahan, next door, and she took 
care of him for that night and dressed his 
wounds. 

“The next morning I found the agent of 
the Humane Society and he investigated 
and warned the stepfather and mother. He 
Also asked all the neighbors to report any 
instance of brutality.’ 

Mre. Annie Lanahan, to whom Mra. Nel.- 
eon referred, lives in the rear of 2760 Clark 
avenue. She corroborated the story told 
by her neighbor. 

“Yes,"’ said she, “I took care of Willie one 


night. He ran to me and begged for pro- 
tection, and his mother was follow'ng with 
an uplifted board. I drew the little boy in 


and slammed the door in her face.

jected so hard he has to laugh at himself. 
Rapley’s last attempt upon his own life 
was Monday afternoon. In a fit of tempor- 
ary insanity he threw himself from a third- 


pel window of his boarding house at 2914 
Laciede avenue. He struck on a shed at 
the first story and lay atill until the police 
rescued him. 

At the hospital they looked him over care- 
fully, and the most serious injury the unit- 
ed efforts of the doctors and surgeons could 
discover was a slightly sprained back. In 
two or three days Rapley will not feel the 
effects of his trouble, and unless an opera- 
tion Dr. Sutter is planning to remove a 
pistol ball from the fellow's brain should 
be the means of restoring Rapley’s mind 
to its normal condition, Rapley will be free 
to go on trying to make himself a corpse 
until he eucceeds. That is, granting the 
pistol bullet which has remained imbedded 
in the brain over the right eye for four 
years has had anything to do with derang- 
ing his reason and aggravating what seems 
a suicidal mania, 

The bullet was fired into his skull by his 
own hand. Dr. Heine Marke was Superin- 
tendent of the City Hospital then, and when 
Rapley was carted in, with the blood flow- 
ing from a hole in his right temple, Dr. 
Marks was s0 sure the man would die he 
gave directions for the disposal of the body 
at the same time he ordered the patient to 
the operating room.

He 
obtained work in the Street Department 
and nothing more was heard of him until 
he rung himself in on the hospital again 
Monday, this time a little more smiling and 
serene than before. 

In the face of the testimony of the wit- 
nesses to Rapley’s three attempts at self 
destruction, Rapley declares with a counte- 
nance that would be funereal if he could 
prevent a faint flickering of the lips and 
& suspicion of merriment in his eyes, that 
he is simply playing in hard luck and that 
his mishaps have been accidents. 

“I shot myself one night at Fifteenth and 
Pine streets,” he sald, “but unfortunately 
the only fellow by whom I could prove the 
shooting was accidental died two years ago. 
We had been out in a crowd drinking and 
one of the boys had a gun. He began to 


flourish it around pecmnonetey and I

SAM DAVIDSON’S ARM BROKEN 
AND HIS HEAD INJURED. 


Cross-Warrants Applied For by Both 
Sides to the 


Encounter.

With his right arm in a sling and a lump 
as big as an egg behind his right ear, Sam 
Davidson of 1914 North Seventh street called 
at the Four Corts Tuesday to swear out 
& warrant against the city’s dog catching 
crew. 

His injuries were the result of an en- 
counter Monday with the quartette from 
the dog pound. 

According to his story, he was sitting in 
his doorway enjoying a pipe and the com- 
panionship of a little brown pup. The dog 
was a half water spaniel and half anything 
else, but the darkey loved it as only an old 
bachelor can. The two were so inseparable 
that Davidson’s neighbors called it his wife. 

Davidson was telling it his troubles when 
the dog catcher’s wagon stopped at the 
mouth of the alley. Theodore Roderman,the 
foreman of the crew, sprang from the wag- 
on, and before the old man realized what 
had happened the wire noose was around 
his dog’s neck and it was dragged towards 
the wagon. 

Davidson is probably 50 years of age, and 
is bent and frail. He got desperate, though 
when he saw his dog being choked, an 


dragged away from him. He threw himself 
on the burly dog catcher and released the 


dog. 

Andy Betzold, another dog catcher, dealt 
Davidson a blow behind the ear that stag- 
gered him. The dog, instead of scampering 
for liberty, stuck to his master and was 
wired again. 

Despite the blow on the Head, Davidson 
again closed with Roderman. Then Nick 
Abel, the driver of,the wagon, picked up a 
base ball bat that is carried for offensive 
and defensive purposes and brought it down 
across the hand that held the wire noose 
and prevented the dog’s being swung into 
the wagon, 

“Hit him good and hard,” cried Roder- 
man, and Abel swung the club and brought 
it down with full force across Davidson's 
right fore arm. The 6mall bones were 
shattered by the blow. Davidson's arm fell 
limp to his side and he staggered back 
against a wall almost fainting from the 
excruciating pain. His dog was flung in 
the wagon and the dog catchers drove 
away. 

Davidson went to the Dispensary, where 
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the performance of their duty. When he 
Saw that the negro was determined to prose- 
cute them for their brutality he went to 
Assistant Prosecuting Attorney Johnson and 
asked for a warrant against Davidson. Da- 
vidson followed him to the warrant office 
and said he was prepared to swear out a 
warrant for assault against the men who 
had injured him. 

Mr. Johnson told the negro to bring wit- 
nesses, The pound keeper was told to bring 
in the dog catchers to swear to the informa- 
tion if he wished to prosecute. 

Under compulsion PoundkKeeper’ Bartel! 
finally admitted that the men on the wagon 
were Bob Johnson, Theodore Roderman, 
Andy Betzold and Nick Abel. He said that 
Abel at Roderman’s request had struck the 
negro first across the hand and then across 
the forearm to make him let go of the fare- 
man, whom he was holding between the 
wheels of the wagon. 

He denied knowing that Davidson had 
been struck back of the head. He said 
Johnson was suffering from a gunshot 
wound and did not leave the wagon. 

He admitted giving the men Instructions 
to use the base ball bat when interfered with 
in their occupation. 

Prosecutor Johnson says he will hear both 
sides and take the matter under advise- 
ment before issuing a warrant.
